CROSSBREDS VS. I»l T KE BREDS 

IN PRODUCING MARKET HODS 

( Experimental Farms Note ) 

With the object in view of deter¬ 
mining the comparative economy of 
pork production between pure-bred 
hogs of the Yorksh re, Tamworth 
Berkshire and Duroc-Jerscy breeds 
and the respective crosses of the 
same breeds, six tests have been con¬ 
ducted over a period of five years, at 
the Dominion Experimiental Stat on 
Lacombe Alberta For this purpose 
the following hogs were used in the 
trials: 08 pure bred Yorksh res, 44 
pure bred Berkshires 28 pure-bred 
Tamworths, 20 pure bred Duroc Jer¬ 
seys, 17 Yorkshire Tamworth cross 
breds, 12 Yorkshire Duroc Jer.ey 
cro3s breda 11 Berkshire Duroc Jer¬ 
sey cross breds, 9 Berkshire Tam¬ 
worth cross breds, and 9 Tamwirth 
Berkshire cross breda, making a total 
of 160 pure-breds ar.J 58 cross breds 
fed. The comparson of breeds as 
economic producers was studied at 
the same time, which accounted for 
there being only a comparatively 
small number of cross bred pigs used. 

In selecting hogs for the exper- 
meut an endeavor was made to ob¬ 
tain hogs of fairly uniform size ana 
at the same time obtain lots of as 
nearly the same blood lines as pos- 
s ble. There was some variation in 
the age of the respective lots, which 
was unavoidable. 

Ease - on the five-year average, the 
results of this test show the cross 
bred pigs to make an averag e daily 
gain per head of 1.113 pound as con- 
tri -ted with 1.023 pounds on the part 
of the pure-breds, or an increase of 
over 11 per cent, in favor of cross 
breeding. 

In "meal required to produce 100 
pounds of gain” there is a marked 
difference in favor of the cross bred 
pigs, the average show ng a saving 
of 31 peundu of meal on the cross 
bred lott over the pure bred for ev¬ 
ery 300 pounds of gain produced. 

Coming to the cost per hundred 
pounds gain, here again the cross 
bred lots make the better show.ng, 
with an average for all lots of 55 
cents per hundre^ pounds again in 
favor of the cross bred lots. 

While the cross bred pigs clearly 
excelled those of pur c breeding it 
must be kept in m nd that it takes 
pure bred3 on both sides of the podi-

Some people seldom, »f 
ever, have a headache, while others 
develop headaches from thc slightest 
disturbances. Why this is so we do 
not know. I'ncsc who arc prone to I 
headnehes may : uffer from them as 
a result of lack oi fresh a r, undue I 
excitement, worry or fatigue. 

H;o laches are often associated 
with constipat on. There are th >se 
who believe that such headaches are 
due to the absorption of toxic or j 
poisonous material from the bowel, 
auto intoxicat on. However, it is a 
common experience that headaches . 
of this type are quickly relieved 
when the bowels move, which indic¬ 
ates that the headaches result from 
the pressure of thc overloaded bt wei 
rather than from the absorption of 
toxins or poisons 

Headaches should be accepted as a ! 
warning. Tf th c headache ii severe, 
if it persists or recurs, the case . 
should be brought under medic.a 
tf- r e. The pain r'.nv be- dulled by self | 
prescr bed drugs, out proper treat¬ 
ment is required to find what is res 
ponsible an^ to remove or correct the 
cause, rather than the headache iti 
self, which is only a symptom.
